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The rejection of claims 1-2, 7-1 1 , 20-21 , 27-31 , 76 and 80-82 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bowland et al. is maintained. 

The rejection of claims 1-11, 20-31, 76-79 and 80-83 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable under Bowlwnd et at. as applied to 
claims 1-2, 7-11, 20-21, 27-31, 76 and 80-82 above, and further inview of Barr et al., Pruette et al. and Wilson et al. is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Bowland et al. do not teach the antigen 
composition of the present invention comprising BVDV Type 1 and BVDV Type 2. Applicant provided a description for Bovi-Shield 3 which 
clearly' states that the vaccine aids in preventing IBR, BVD (Type 1 and Type 2) and PI3 virus. Applicant also argues that Bovi-Shield 3 is a 
"modified live vaccine" (MLV) and the instant invention is drawn to inactivated strains of BVDV (Types 1 and 2). Applicant's specification 
(see page 11) does not discolse a difference between MLV and inactivated vaccines. For reasons of record the rejections are maintained. 
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
